The pay of conductors ranges from $70 to $100 a month, 
which is a living wage, while the porters receive from $27.50 
to §42 a month, the latter sum being exceptional and drawn 
only by veteiahs in the service. The one witness who testi- 
fied that the company paid him $42. a month said his tips 
amounted to about $75.a month. And the conductors receive 
some tips as well as the porters, though the practice of tipping 
them is not universal.
